Priest Administered 



On Nov. 22, 1963, Father 
Huber was watching televi- 
sion in Dallas when he and 
another priest heard the 
bulletin that President Ken- 
nedy had been shot while in 
a motorcade. 

He went immediately to 
Parkland Memorial Hospi- 
tal, where the President was 
taken, and shortly after l 
p.m. entered the hospital’s 
emergency room to adminis- 
ter the last rites* 

In later years, he disputed 
an account related by au- 
thor William Manchester in 
the book, “Death of a Presi- 
dent,” which said the Priest 
had informed reporters of 
Mr. Kennedy’s death. 

T answered that I did not 
know and that they would 
have to wait for an an- 
nouncement,” he maintain- 
ed. “I obeyed the request of 
the Secret Service agent” 
Father Huber had, how- 
ever, also acknowledged la- 
ter that he administered 
only a short form of rites to 
the stricken President and 
said this was so “since he 
was apparently dead.” 

A pastor of Holy Trinity 
Roman Catholic Church in 
Dallas at the time of the as- 
sassination, Father Huber 
returned here in semiretire- 
ment in 1968. He was an as- 
sociate pastor at St Cather- 
ine Labour e Roman Catholic 
Church in St Louis County 
until early this month. 

A native of Perry County,
